Obama hails ‘sheer improbability’ of D-Day victory

COLLEVILLE-SUR-MER, France 
— President Barack Obama paid trib- 
ute Saturday to the veterans of D-Day, 
poignantly noting their ever-thinning 
ranks and “the sheer improbability” of 
their successful invasion of Normandy 
65 years ago. 

He acknowledged that as the years go 


by it doesn’t get any easier for veterans 
to make the trip. Though many of them 
are now well into their 80s, at least 135 
veterans made the trip to France to 
commemorate the historic landings on 
the morning of June 6, 1944. 

The passage of time and the veter- 
ans’ physical limitations were punc- 
tuated on the eve of the ceremony. 
Missing from the ranks at Normandy 
American Cemetery was James No- 


rene, a 101st Airborne Division vet- 
eran who parachuted into northern 
France as part of the invasion force. 

“Last night, after visiting this cem- 
etery for one last time, he passed away 
in his sleep,’ Obama said before an 
estimated crowd of 8,000. 

“Jim was gravely ill when he left his 
home, and he knew that he might not 
return,” the president continued.

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Hoops on hold 


Soldier’s Iraq service forced 
him to delay dream of running 
expansion ABA franchise

Chuck Iavarone had a love of 
the game in mind when he bought 
the Syracuse ShockWave Ameri- 
can Basketball Association fran- 
chise in early 2008. He was all 
set to assemble a squad and start 
his inaugural season when the 
Army came calling. 

Individual Ready Reserve sta- 
tus can screw up even the best 
laid plans. So in October 
2008, Spc. Ia- 
varone put his 
hoop dreams 
on hold and 
deployed to 
Iraq for a 
year with the 
39th = =Mili- 
tary Police 
Company. 

ABA fans in Syracuse 
will have to wait another 
season before they can cheer 
on their hometown heroes. 

“It was bittersweet I guess,” 
said Iavarone, 27. “I was happy 
to be able to serve my country 
and come over here. Most IRR’s 
wouldn’t say that.” 

Iavarone was a reservist who 
moved to IRR status in 2007. 

“T had the desire to continue to 
serve, but at the same time I defi- 
nitely wanted to get the Shock- 
Wave up and running,” he said. 

Iavarone said he paid “several

thousands, not in the millions” 
for the rights to the ABA expan- 
sion franchise in Syracuse. 

“T’ve always had a love for 
sports management and [a de- 
sire] to own my own team,” he 
said. “The opportunity became 
available and I had to take it.” 

In his civilian life, Iavarone 
was a town supervisor for Sa- 
linas, a town on the outskirts of 
Syracuse. 

When he gets back from Iraq, 

Iavarone said he’! have 
to first assem- 
ble a_ coach- 
ing staff and 
then go look- 
ing for talent 
while selling 
the team to the 
community. Com- 
munity involvement 
is a big part of the ABA 
and its 60 teams spread 
out across the country, from 
the Southeast Texas Mus- 
tangs to the Cleveland Rock- 
ers, according to Joe Newman, 
who helped resurrect the ABA in 
2000. 

There remains a connection 
to the ABA’s heyday in the 70s, 
when it competed with the NBA, 
even as the league serves as a 
platform for some would-be NBA 
players, Newman said. 

“At that time they were com- 
peting directly with the NBA by 
signing guys like Dr. J and Moses 
Malone,” Newman said. 

In this rough economic cli- 
mate, affordability is becoming 
a key selling point for the ABA, 
he said. 

“It’s the difference between 
going toa Ruth’s Chris steakhouse 
or a McDonald’s,” Newman said. 
“They still want to go out to din- 
ner but they’re on a budget. We 
provide a good evening of quality 
entertainment.” 

The ABA season roughly co-

incides with the college hoops 
schedule, with the teams divided 
into two conferences east and 
west of the Mississippi River, 
Newman said. 

“Our players are very region- 
al,” he said. “We ask teams to 
sign players that are very com- 
petitive from the area. If you’ve 
been following a player through 
high school or college, you get a 
chance to see the best of these 
non-NBA players.” 

While he continues his deploy- 
ment, Iavarone said he looks 
forward to helping veterans as 


part of the team’s community 
outreach. 

The timing may not have been 
perfect for Iavarone, but he 
hopes troops realize there are 
options out there for them when 
they leave the warzone. 

And a year downrange can 
only help the ShockWave’s bot- 
tom line. 

“T’ve been able to save some 
money and put it away and we 
should be in a position next year 
to get (the team) going,” he said.

“But just as he did 65 years 
ago, hecame anyway. May he 
now rest in peace with the boys 
he once bled with, and may his 
family always find solace in the 
heroism he showed here.” 

Norene’s’ passing obviously 
touched the veterans. After the 
75-minute ceremony, Gerald 
“Red” Briggs, a Navy veteran 
who glimpsed the shore well be- 
fore sunrise, choked up as he 
spoke of the commemoration. 

“Every one of them realized 
why we are here,” said Briggs, 
referring to the official party as 
well as to his fellow D-Day vets. 

Still incredibly spry at 85, 
Briggs’ eyes watered up as he 
paused, and then finished his 
thought. 

“It’s not the guys who lived,” 
he said, nodding toward the thou- 
sands of white headstones, “it’s 
the ones who gave their lives.” 

During the ceremony, there 
was another crowd-stirring mo- 
ment when British Prime Min- 
ister Gordon Brown mistakenly 
referred to Omaha Beach, which 
lies directly below the cemetery, 
as “Obama Beach.” The verbal 
slip, coming as he fends off a 
challenge to his leadership, ob- 
scured an otherwise effective 
speech. 

The successful invasion which 
led to the fall of Nazi Germany 
and the liberation of Europe, he 
said, “proves people can bend 
history in the direction of our 
best hopes.” 

Also speaking at the commem- 
oration were French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy and Canadian 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp- 
er. Sitting with the four heads 
of state on the dais was Prince 
Charles of Britain. 

At least a couple of the speak- 
ers posed the question of how to 
bring greater honor to the men 
who fought along the 50-mile-

COLLEVILLE-SUR-MER, 
France — Back then, they fought 
to get off the Normandy beaches 
and up the shoreline bluffs. 

Now, the 134 D-Day veterans 
here to reflect on the 65th an- 
niversary of the Allied invasion 
face another kind of skirmish 
everywhere they go in this north- 
west coastal French region. 

At cemeteries, battle sites and 
museums, once a veteran is spot- 
ted, throngs converge. Ameri- 
cans swarm to give thanks, shake 
hands or snap pictures with living 
legends. Elderly French women 
kiss D-Day vets. Reporters jam 
cameras and microphones in 
their faces. 

It’s almost paparazzi-ish in 
nature, but these men actually 
merit the attention, unlike the 
vapid Hollywood stars that have 
their every move scrutinized. 

In a sense, these men in their 
80s and 90s — some using wheel- 
chairs and canes — are rock 
stars. They relish the moments 
and will talk at length to anyone 
willing to listen. 

Saturday morning at Norman- 
dy American Cemetery, D-Day 
veterans could not make it a few 
feet without drawing a herd. 

H. Smith Shumway held court 
before a rotating mob of well- 
wishers. Shumway, 87, landed at 
Omaha Beach on D-Day and was 
permanently blinded in a mine 
blast six weeks later. 

“He’s a rock star, exactly,” 
said John Bennion, Shumway’s 
son-in-law. 

Anything rare increases in 
value over time, and that likely 
explains why the few remaining 
D-Day veterans are constantly 
mobbed — people want a chance 
to thank them before it’s too late. 

“Look at him,” said Jerry 
Middleton, who brought 93- 
year-old Willie Southerland to 
the Normandy cemetery for the 
first time Friday. “He’s eating 
it up, and he should. He may not 
have many days left to eat it up, 
unfortunately.” 

Less than 1 percent of the es- 
timated remaining D-Day vets 
were present Saturday as Presi- 
dent Barack Obama addressed 
the men in a ceremony at the 
cemetery. The youngest of the 
living D-Day vets are in their 
mid-80s. 

“You, the veterans of that land- 
ing, are why we still remem- 
ber what happened on D-Day,” 
Obama said. 

The National World War IT Mu- 
seum in New Orleans estimates 
that there were probably 500,000 
U.S. personnel on or just off the 
beaches at Normandy and who 
could be called D-Day vets. Of 
those, roughly 62,500 are still 
alive, according to the museum. 

But the press attention on Sat-

urday seemed intrusive at times. 

As soon as Southerland entered 
the cemetery grounds, the press 
followed his every move. Two 
news crews got into a tiff over ac- 
cess to the veteran. Southerland 
did not have a private moment 
even as he walked through the 
rows of white, marble crosses 
and headstones etched with Stars 
of David. But the press attention 
also gave him a voice. 

He repeatedly told reporters 
that he’d take the ribbons from 
the generals who failed to have 
Omaha Beach bombed just be- 
fore the amphibious landing. 

“They might court-martial me 
for saying that, but I don’t care,” 
Southerland said. 

Southerland’s not the only D- 
Day survivor who used the spot- 
light to sound off. 

“T just wish we had more peace 
in the world,’ Shumway said. 
“Doesn’t seem like we’re getting 
it, but I can wish for it.” 

Even in tucked away places, 
the men of D-Day drew attention. 
Samuel Krauss, 93, and William 
Doyle, 95, found a cozy corner in 
a hotel bar overlooking Omaha 
Beach on Friday to sip a beer. 
They were enjoying a few mo- 
ments with themselves and with 
close friends. 

But when the reporters showed 
up, Krauss and Doyle had no 
problem chatting about what hap- 
pened on June 6, 1944. 

Asked if he ever thought on 
D-Day that he’d drink a beer 
above the beach where he landed 
65 years ago, Krauss gave a re- 
sounding “hell no.” 

“T’ve come back, I’ve brought 
people back with me just to show 
them where the hell I got wet,” he 
said. 

And with that, Krauss and 
Doyle wrapped up one interview 
and got ready for the next.

Former foes share 
war tales during 
a solemn tribute

LA CAMBE, France — Ameri- 
cans and Germans who were bit- 
ter enemies during the D-Day 
invasion of France shared stories 
and moments of silence at a Nor- 
mandy ceremony, joining togeth- 
er to honor those who perished in 
the epochal World War II beach 
landings. 

They held their poignant, low- 
key ceremony at the German 
cemetery Friday at La Cambe a 
day before an international com- 
memoration nearby, led by Presi- 
dent Barack Obama, to mark 65 
years since Allied forces landed 
on Normandy’s shores. 

Military bands played an- 
thems of the United States, Ger- 
many, Britain and France, and 
visitors piled wreaths at the foot 
of a mound at the center of the 
cemetery. Some 22,000 German 
soldiers are buried beneath clus- 
ters of rounded brown crosses 
in a grassy meadow not far from 
Omaha Beach. 

Flags from nations who fought 
each other in World War II flew 
in the spring breeze. 

“It’s a great feeling ... to come 
here,” said Austin Cox of Cris- 
field, Md., a sergeant with the 
115th Infantry Regiment, 29th 
Division who landed on Omaha 
Beach at 9 a.m. on the epic day 
that turned the tide of World War 
II. 

“My comrades, though, are 
buried over at Omaha,” said Cox, 
90, recalling the high tide that 
carried him onto the expanse of 
beach. 

The main American cemetery 
at Colleville-sur-Mer has about 
9,300 graves. Most U.S. war dead 
were repatriated. 

Karl-Heinz Mayer of Olden- 
burg, Germany, has comrades at 
La Cambe, where a low, granite 
entrance leads into the cemetery 
containing the graves of the Ger- 











man soldiers, each marked with 
a small, flat stone. Unidentified 
bodies are marked simply, “ein 
Deutscher soldat,’ a German 
soldier. 

At Friday’s ceremony, Mayer 
recalled lying wounded on the 
fields of Normandy 65 years ago. 
An American soldier roused him 
with his boot, Mayer said. He 
said he was eventually sent to the 
United States to be treated for his 
wounds. 

“Today I am here for the last 
time, because I’m 83 and I’m not 
that well,” he said. “We shake 
hands, we are all normal people. 
And I hope there will never be a 
war again because this slaughter 
was horrible.” 

American vet Bill Ryan of the 
1st Infantry Division’s 16th In- 
fantry Regiment, also at Friday’s 
ceremony, told Associated Press 
Television News some of his war 
experiences resembled that of 
the character with the same last 
name in Steven Spielberg’s film 
“Saving Private Ryan.” 

As the quiet commemoration 
unfolded in Normandy, honors 
were bestowed on 45 American, 
Canadian and British veterans in 
an elaborate ceremony in Paris. 

“France is paying tribute to 
those who re-established our lib- 
erty ... ,’ said Defense Minister 
Herve Morin at the gold-domed 
Hotel des Invalides, where Na- 
poleon’s tomb is housed. “France 
remembers who they were and 
what France owes them,” he 
said. 

The 45 were presented with the 
coveted Legion of Honor award. 

Most of those present were 
Americans, many of whom had 
taken part in the storming of the 
beaches of Normandy. 

Most struggled to their feet and 
saluted or placed hand on heart 
as a brass military band played 
the American, Canadian, British 
and French national anthems.

PARIS — At the first strains of the American na- 
tional anthem, 84-year-old William Dabney strug- 
gled to his feet and stayed there, despite his weak 
legs, throughout the hourlong Paris ceremony hon- 
oring American, Canadian and British World War 
IT veterans. 

Dabney was just 17 when he enlisted in an all- 
black unit to fight the Nazis and 18 when he stormed 
the beaches at Normandy as part of the Allied offen- 
sive that helped change the course of the war. 

On Friday, the eve of the 65th anniversary of the 
historic beach landings, Dabney stood, back straight 
and arm cocked in a soldierly salute as French For- 
eign Minister Herve Morin thanked him and 44 fel- 
low vets for helping liberate the country. 

“Tt makes me feel pretty good, makes me feel like 
my fighting was worth it,” said Dabney, a native of 
Roanoke, Va., after the ceremony at Hotel des In- 
valides, site of Napoleon’s tomb. 

“The French people have certainly expressed a 
lot of pride for the American soldiers.” 

Tom Hanks, too, was apparently impressed. The 
American actor, who famously played an officer in 
the 1998 movie “Saving Private Ryan,” chatted with 
Dabney, who sets tiles for a living. 

Dabney joined the 320th Anti-Aircraft Barrage 
Balloon Battalion in December 1942, after his 
friends, “a group of older guys,” were drafted. 

“T didn’t want to be left alone, you see, so I fol- 
lowed them,” he said. 

Dabney flew huge helium barrage balloons to 
waylay enemy planes, which got caught in their ca- 
bles. His visions of D-Day horrors remain vivid. 

“The firing was furious on the beach. I was pick- 
ing up dead bodies and I was looking at the mines 
blowing up soldiers. The planes come over scraping

and we were digging in the sand. The men was just 
laying around everywhere and I didn’t know if I was 
going to make it or not,” Dabney said. 

Luck stayed on his side. Dabney was later sent to 
the Philippines to take part in the fight in the Pacific 
theater. 

But his ship broke down and he was stalled for 
weeks off Hawaii. 

“By the time we got there, the war was over. We 
camped out in the sugar cane fields for six months 
and swam on the beach,” he said with a wink.

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Landstuhl troops test positive for swine flu

U.S. Army medical officials in Germany 
said Saturday they expect to get lab results 
back Monday indicating whether four more 
servicemembers at Landstuhl Regional 
Medical Center are sick with H1N1 influ- 
enza, or swine flu. 

Tests on two other military members at 
the hospital came back positive for the virus 
Thursday, hospital officials announced Fri-

among U.S. military personnel in Europe. 

In the meantime, health officials are try- 
ing to determine the source of the infection 
among the small group at Landstuhl, while 
working with their base communities and 
units to remain vigilant against any further 
signs of the virus. 

The confirmed cases at Landstuhl are 
two U.S. soldiers, from Mannheim and 
Stuttgart, Germany, said Col. Evelyn Bar- 
raza, Europe Regional Medical Command 
preventive medicine consultant and de- 
partment of preventive medicine chief at 
Landstuhl. 

The four “probable” cases involve two 
sailors from Naples, Italy, an airman from 
Spangdahlem Air Base, Germany, and an- 
other airman from Incirlik, Turkey. 

All shared in “similar activities” at 
Landstuhl but were not being treated for 
combat-related injuries, Barraza said Sat- 
urday, declining to provide more detail due 
to patient confidentiality. 

Health officials were first tipped off to

How to stay healthy

Germs spread that way.

9) Find healthy ways to deal with stress and 
anxiety.

the swine flu cases when one of the infect- 
ed soldiers went to the emergency room at 
Landstuhl on Sunday, where an “astute” 
provider took a nasal-throat swab for H1N1, 
Barraza said. 

One of the probable cases — a sailor from 
Naples — was identified only after health 
officials began interviewing servicemem- 
bers with whom the soldier had been in 
contact. The sailor had been at Landstuhl 
for only two days before getting sick, but 
his symptoms were mild enough that he 
didn’t seek medical attention, Barraza said. 
Because the sailor had the earliest onset of 
symptoms, it’s possible he may have con- 
tracted the virus in Naples, Barraza said. 

That’s “just an assumption ... based on 


the sequence of events,” Barraza said. “We 
have no confirmation of that.” 

But officials in Naples said they’ve con- 
cluded Naples was not the source of the flu 
cases in Germany. 

“After conducting and reviewing all of 
the medical interviews, evaluations, and 
lab tests completed in Naples in the last 48 
hours and the history of the probable H1N1 
cases in Germany, at this point, I do not 
find any evidence the source of the H1N1 
virus is here in Naples,” Dr. (Cmdr.) Timo- 
thy Halenkamp, occupational and environ- 
mental medicine specialist in Naples, said 
in a statement e-mailed to Stars and Stripes 
on Saturday. “Therefore, no additional pub- 
lic health preventive measures are recom- 
mended at this time.” 

Another active-duty member stationed 
in Sigonella, Sicily, who tested positive for 
Type A influenza virus late last month test- 
ed negative for swine flu, Sigonella hospital 
spokeswoman Petty Officer 1st Class Clar- 
issa Rosalin said Saturday. 

According to the World Health Organi- 
zation, as of Friday, 69 countries have of- 
ficially reported a total of 21,940 cases of 
influenza A, H1N1 infection, including 125 
deaths. The disease has also spread to all 
50 U.S. states, the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention says. 

The six servicemembers at Landstuhl 
with confirmed and suspected H1N1 are 
in medical isolation, housed in a building 
separate from the hospital, Barraza said. 
Someone brings them their meals and 
medication and monitors their progress, 
she said. Their days are spent watching TV 
and reading. This weekend they may get to 
go outside, but they will be limited to the 
vicinity around their quarters, she said. 

All are on the antiviral flu medication

Tamiflu and responding well to it, Barra- 
za said. She described their symptoms as 
“so far, mostly mild,” with fever, chills and 
head and back aches. Two servicemem- 
bers, however, experienced nausea and 
vomiting. But none of the individuals were 
hospitalized for the illness. 

While health officials haven’t ruled out 
the possibility that the infection has not 
been contained, at this time there are no 
more suspected H1N1 cases at Landstuhl 
or in the base communities from which the 
servicemembers came. Individuals who 
came into contact with the servicemem- 
bers at Landstuhl have been interviewed 
and some have decided to take anti-flu 
medication. 

While this is outside the typical flu sea- 
son, “this is not your typical flu,” Barraza 
said of H1N1. “Most people have not been 
exposed to this before, so we’re going to see 
more individuals getting the flu who would 
not typically get it this time of year,” she 
said. 

A respiratory illness, swine flu is trans- 
mitted through coughing and sneezing. 

Coming down with flu-like symptoms, 
however, need not be cause for panic and 
an immediate visit to the doctor’s office, 
Barraza said, especially if you’re man- 
aging OK with self-care at home. But if 
symptoms worsen or if someone has under- 
lying medical conditions such as diabetes 
or a respiratory problem, he or she should 
seek medical treatment, she said. 

Health officials also advise people in Eu- 
rope’s military communities to continue to 
follow preventive guidelines recommended 
by the CDCP.

Two nuclear sub sailors accused of beating man in N.H.

CONCORD, N.H. — Two nucle- 
ar submarine sailors, including 
one assigned to help crewmates 
stay out of trouble, are accused of 
brutally beating a man, leaving 
him near death on a Portsmouth 
street and then trying to orches- 
trate a cover-up. 

One of the accused crewmem- 
bers of the USS Greeneville was 
on duty at the time and driving 
a Navy “safe-ride” van, a shuttle 
service that picks up sailors, in- 
cluding those who might have had 
too much to drink while off duty. 


Stephen Huntress, 48, suffered 
major injuries including skull 
fractures, officials said; his condi- 
tion has improved, but there is no 
word on his potential long-term 
injuries. 

In court Thursday, Seamen 
Gerald Smith, 22, of Honolulu, 
and Sandy Portobanco, 23, of 
Inglewood, Calif., did not contest 
that police had probable cause to 
arrest them. “They beat him to 
the point where he was unrespon- 
sive and they left him for dead,” 
Portsmouth Police Lt. Corey Mac- 
Donald said. 

Smith drove the van late May 





22 from the shipyard in Kittery, 
Maine, where the Greeneville is 
docked for an overhaul, to Ports- 
mouth and picked up Portobanco, 
who had been drinking in a bar. 

Huntress was walking by and 
said something to the Navy men, 
MacDonald said. The sailors re- 
ported he insulted the Navy, Mac- 
Donald said. 

According to _ investigators, 
Smith got out of the van, provoked 
Huntress into a fight and began 
hitting him in the head. 

Portobanco joined in, Mac- 
Donald said, “to the point where 
both of them are punching, kick- 


Donald Albury, co-pilot of the 
plane that dropped the atomic 
bomb on Nagasaki, Japan, has 
died after years of congestive 
heart failure. He was 88. 

Albury died May 23 at a hospi- 
tal, Family Funeral Care in Or- 
lando confirmed. 

Albury helped fly the B-29 Su- 
perfortress, nicknamed “Bocks- 
car,” that dropped the weapon on 
Aug. 9, 1945. He also witnessed 
the first atomic blast over Hi- 
roshima as a pilot on a support 
plane that measured the mag- 
nitude of the blast and levels of 
radioactivity. 

The Hiroshima mission was led 
by Col. Paul Tibbets Jr. aboard

CAMP ZAMA, Japan — Fifty years 
ago, the Big Bopper had just died, rap- 
per Flavor Flav was born and a small 
American high school at Camp Zama held 
its first graduation.

tarian missions. 

“(The center] is directly linked 
with the battlefield,’ Hibana 
said. 

However, U.S. Army and Japa- 
nese officials dispute that claim. 

“We don’t have any formal 
agreement (with the JGSDF) 
and we have never discussed 
them using it,” said U.S. Army 
Japan spokesman Maj.

Tied via computer connections 
into a central training system lo- 
cated in the States, the center will 
allow USAR soldiers to train for 
a variety of missions in one per- 
manent location, Crawford said. 

“We can do any scenario that 
we think we need to train on,” he 
said. 

The center will have a dedi- 
cated staff and a dramatically 
lower impact on the environment 
because soldiers will not have to 
move to a location, set up a tem- 
porary training site and then tear 
it down once the exercise is com- 
plete he said. 

Some also expressed concerns 


that the depot’s increased role 
will cause unwanted attention to 
the community.

ISLAMABAD — Militants ambushed 
a military convoy in Pakistan’s volatile 
northwest on Saturday, killing two de- 
tained aides of a senior cleric with close 
ties to the Taliban in the Swat Valley, the 
army said. 

It was not clear if the attack was an 
attempt to rescue the prisoners or assas- 
sinate them before then could provide 
intelligence to the military — or even if 
the attackers knew that Taliban-linked 
prisoners were in the convoy. 

But it underscored the instability in 
the northwestern region, even with some 
15,000 troops fighting to end the Taliban’s 
control there. 

Military spokesman Maj. Gen. Athar 
Abbas also conceded that victory in the 
month-old offensive could only be de- 
clared when top Taliban leaders have 
been killed — something that hasn’t hap- 
pened yet. 

“They are the center of the gravity of 
this movement, and unless and until they 
are killed, we cannot declare victory in 
this whole operation,” he said Saturday. 

Abbas said that Maulana Fazlullah, 
the Taliban chief in Swat, had been “tar- 
geted” three times so far in the campaign 
after intelligence reports suggested his 
whereabouts and that he may have been 
wounded. But there was no confirmation 
of Fazlullah’s condition. 

Before dawn on Saturday, a roadside 
bomb and gunfire hit the convoy as it 
traveled from Sakhakot town near Swat to 
the main northwestern city of Peshawar, 
the army said. One soldier also died in the 
attack and five were wounded. 

The army identified the prisoners as 
Muhammad Maulana Alam and Ameer 
Izzat Khan, top aides to hard-line cleric 
Sufi Muhammad, who is father-in-law to 
Fazlullah. Sufi Muhammad negotiated a 
peace deal with the government that was 
widely seen as allowing the Taliban to 
take control of the valley. 

The deal collapsed earlier this year 
when the Taliban advanced into neigh- 
boring districts, triggering a military 
offensive that prompted a spree of retalia- 
tory attacks by militants in the northwest 
and beyond. 

“These two were being transported so 
that intelligence agencies could investi- 
gate them when an IED and gun attack 
was launched on the military convoy,” 
Abbas said, using the abbreviation for an 
improvised explosive device.

Despite gains by the Pakistani Army in an offensive against militants 
in the region, a military spokesman Saturday said victory in the month-old campaign 
could only be declared when top Taliban leaders have been killed. 


The motive for the attack was not known 
yet, but he added, “I wouldn’t rule out that 
they were targeted or killed on purpose.” 

Rasul Bahksh Rais, a political scientist 
at Lahore University, said the killings may 
have been deliberate to prevent Alam and 
Khan from giving the military informa- 
tion that could help find Taliban leaders. 

“T think it was a targeted killing by the 
militants because they could identify the 
whereabouts of some of the militant” lead- 
ers, Rais told the Express 24/7 television 
network. “They were high-value targets.” 

The offensive in Swat is seen as a test of 
Pakistan’s resolve to take on militants who 
have challenged the central government’s 
rule by strengthening their influence 
in the border region with Afghanistan. 
While no senior Taliban have been cap- 
tured or killed, 1,305 militants and 105 
soldiers have died so far, Abbas said. 

Security forces detained Alam and 


Khan during a raid last Thursday at a re- 
ligious school in a district near Swat. 

Meanwhile, U.S. special envoy to Paki- 
stan and Afghanistan Richard Holbrooke 
said during a visit to Islamabad that 
Washington was going to strengthen ef- 
forts to cut funding for extremism in 
Afghanistan. 

He said the U.S. would shift focus from 
fighting opium-poppy production to exam- 
ining other methods, such as people hand- 
carrying funds and the Islamic exchange 
system called “hawala,” which consists of 
vast, informal money-transfer networks. 

“The United States is going to down- 
grade crop eradication as part of its 
policies in Afghanistan,” Holbrooke said 
Friday. “We’re going to upgrade interdic- 
tion. We going to upgrade going after the 
major drug traffickers ... but we want to 
focus on where the money really comes 
from.”

Ex-militant 
recruiter vies 
for minds 

in Pakistan

ISLAMABAD — Ten years ago, Maajid 
Nawaz came to Pakistan to recruit for an 
extremist group intent on a global Islamic 
state. Now he’s on a different mission — to 
steer youth away from militancy. 

In speeches to thousands of univer- 
sity students across the country, Nawaz 
emphasizes the urgent need to renounce 
radicalism. 

“We must reclaim Islam,” the British 
citizen of Pakistani descent told some 100 
students on a campus close to the capital 
last month. “We must reclaim Pakistan.” 

While Pakistan has poured troops and 
weaponry into its fight against the Taliban 
and other extremist groups, it has adopted 
few of the softer measures aimed at dis- 
suading militancy. 

“There is no country where such a pro- 
gram is more important than in Pakistan,” 
said Rohan Gunaratna, a terrorism expert 
who chaired the first international confer- 
ence on militant rehabilitation in Singapore 
in February. 

There are signs Pakistan is considering 
such a program. Senior officials recently 
went to Saudi Arabia to study the effort 
there. Egypt pioneered the idea of militant 
rehabilitation in the 1990s, and Yemen, Sin- 
gapore, Indonesia and Malaysia have also 
followed suit. 

The programs involve counseling by 
moderate clerics and former extremists. 
Militants who renounce their old ways 
can receive financial support or help find- 
ing a job. Parallel programs in schools and 
mosques are aimed at young people. 

A former Guantanamo Bay detainee, 
Saad Iqbal Madni, said he would welcome 
such a program in Pakistan. 

“Tf I had a little support, I could tell them 
that killing innocent people is not from 
Islam,” said Madni, who was freed last year. 
Madni, who was never charged, denied en- 
gaging in violence, but said he would have 
credibility with fellow Pakistanis. 


Military says insurgents in Iraq using teens in attacks

BAGHDAD — Insurgents are 
increasingly using teenagers to 
stage attacks against American 
and Iraqi security forces, the U.S. 
military said Saturday. 

At least five youths between 
the ages of 14 and 19 have been 
involved in grenade and suicide 
attacks in recent weeks in north- 
ern Iraq, according to a military 
statement. 

The military has frequently 
said it believes al-Qaida in Iraq 
and other insurgent groups are 
recruiting youths and women 
because of their ability to avoid 
scrutiny and evade heightened 
security measures. 

But Saturday’s statement was 
the first to provide detailed alle- 


gations of specific teenage attack- 
ers in what the military called “a 
growing trend of children carry- 
ing out attacks on Iraqi security 
and U.S. forces.” 

It said a teenage boy threw a 
grenade at a joint U.S.-Iraqi pa- 
trol in Hawijah, west of the dis- 
puted northern city of Kirkuk, on 
Thursday and then fled the scene 
when it failed to detonate. 

Nobody was harmed in that at- 
tack. Two U.S. soldiers were killed 
in separate grenade attacks else- 
where in the area on Thursday, 
although it was not known who 
was responsible for the incidents. 

The Thursday attack by the 
teenager came days after a 15- 
year-old boy lobbed a grenade at 
another U.S.-Iraqi patrol in the 
same city. One vehicle was dam- 
aged and the boy was captured, 


the military said. 

A boy between the ages of 
14 and 16 threw a grenade at a 
joint convoy of U.S. soldiers and 
Iraqi police in Hawijah on May 
26, but no injuries or damage 
were reported, according to the 
statement. 

The military also said a boy 
as young as 14 was the driver in 
a suicide car bombing that killed 
five Iraqi policemen in Kirkuk on 
May 12. 

Also in the oil-rich city, a 19- 
year-old man was arrested by 
Iraqi police while trying to deto- 
nate a suicide vest at a Shiite 
mosque on May 1, the statement 
said. 

The militant groups are trying 
to take advantage of the fact “that 
children do not draw as much at- 
tention and soldiers do not want 


to harm them,” U.S. officers said 
in the statement. 

Four alleged members of a 
group known to recruit children 
were arrested on April 14, the 
military said. 

Children who are hurt while 
carrying out insurgent activities 
are also being used in insurgent 
propaganda campaigns, the mili- 
tary said. 

The United Nations also has 
expressed concern that rising 
numbers of Iraqi youths have 
been recruited into militias and 
insurgent groups, including some 
serving as suicide bombers. It 
called them “silent victims of the 
continued violence.” There have 
also been several recent suicide 
bombings by women. 

The U.S. military released 
several videos last year seized 
from suspected al-Qaida in Iraq 


hideouts that showed militants 
training children who appeared 
as young as 10 to kidnap and kill. 
Children have also been used as 
decoys in Iraq. 

Violence has decreased sharp- 
ly in Iraq, and militants have 
been forced to find new ways 
to penetrate the maze of check- 
points and concrete walls in 
Baghdad and other cities. 

Underscoring the continued 
dangers, a senior Iraqi police of- 
ficial escaped an assassination 
attempt by a suicide car bomber 
Saturday in the former insurgent 
stronghold of Anbar province, 
west of the capital. 

Maj. Gen. Tariq Youssef, the 
provincial police chief, said the 
blast occurred near his armored 
sport utility vehicle as it was leav- 
ing the university in the Anbar 
provincial capital of Ramadi.

SEOUL — South Korea’s president said 
Saturday his country won’t give in to North 
Korea’s nuclear and missile threats, while 
Pyongyang accused Seoul of sending pa- 
trol boats into its territorial waters . 

In France, President Barack Obama sug- 
gested a new, stronger response to North 
Korean nuclear and missile testing, saying 
the North has tested the limits of patient 
diplomacy intended to persuade the com- 
munist country to accept international de- 
mands and end to its nuclear program. 

The North’s official Korean Central News 
Agency alleged the patrol boats were sail- 
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ing into North Korean waters daily around 
the rivals’ disputed western sea border. 
The Korean-language report warned that 
aggressors would be dealt “merciless pun- 
ishment that will be beyond imagination.” 

The claim was rejected by Seoul, which 
two days ago alleged one of the North’s 
patrol boats violated its sea border in the 
same area. The boat turned back without 
incident after a 50-minute standoff with 
the South’s naval ships, the South Korean 
military said. 

The disputed waters — where deadly 
clashes occurred in 1999 and 2002 — are 
a potential flash point for the rivals. Many 
fear a minor dispute could quickly escalate 
into a major confrontation. 


Earlier Saturday, South Korean Presi- 
dent Lee Myung-bak delivered a stern 
warning to the North in a nationally tele- 
vised Memorial Day speech honoring the 
country’s war dead at Seoul’s National 
Cemetery. 

“T would like to make it clear that there 
will be no compromise against things that 
threaten our people and security,’ Lee 
said. 

Meanwhile, there were still no updates 
Saturday of the criminal proceedings that 
were supposed to begin two days ago for 
TV reporters Laura Ling and Euna Lee. 

The news blackout could mean the jour- 
nalists — arrested three months ago on 
the China-North Korean border — were 
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being used as bargaining chips. The North 
might be dragging out their trial as the 
communist leadership waits to see what 
kind of sanctions Washington and the U.N. 
will use to punish the nation for its latest 
nuclear blast and barrage of missile tests 
last week. 

Koh Yu-hwan, a North Korean expert at 
Dongguk University in Seoul, said Pyong- 
yang will likely free the reporters and 
treat their release as a goodwill gesture 
that should be reciprocated with a special 
U.S. envoy visiting the isolated state. 

“Tt shows how the North makes political 
judgments, which have nothing to do with 
laws,” Koh said. 


Fire kills 35 children 
at daycare in Mexico

HERMOSILLO, Mexico — A 
fire killed 35 children in a day 
care center in northern Mexico 
despite desperate attempts of 
firefighters and a father who 
crashed his pickup truck through 
the wall to rescue babies, toddlers 
and others trapped inside. 

The building had only one exit, 
according to the fire department 
official, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because he was 
not authorized to speak publicly 
about the fire. He said firefighters 
pulled children through the only 
door and through large holes that 
a civilian knocked into the walls 
before rescue crews arrived. 

Noe Velasquez, an employee 
at a nearby auto parts store who 
helped pull out five toddlers, said 
the father of one of the children 


rammed his pickup truck through 
a wall. 

“TI didn’t sleep last night. I’ve 
never gone through anything 
like that in all my life,” he said 
Saturday. 

The death toll rose to 35 after 
several children died overnight. 
At least 41 children and six adults 
were hospitalized after Friday’s 
fire in ABC day care in the city 
of Hermosillo, Sonora state Gov. 
Eduardo Bours said. The adults 
included staffers at the day care 
and civilians who tried to help. 
Some of the children had third- 
degree burns, an Hermosillo fire 
department official said. 

One child was flown to the 
Shriners Hospital for Children in 
Sacramento, California, the gov- 
ernor said. Others were sent to a 
hospital in Guadalara that has a 
special burns unit. 


Two bodies found near 
suspected air crash site

RECIFE, Brazil — Searchers 
have found two bodies in the At- 
lantic Ocean near where an Air 
France jet is believed to have 
crashed, a Brazilian military of- 
ficial said Saturday. 

Air force spokesman Col. Jorge 
Amaral said searchers also re- 
covered a leather briefcase with 
an Air France ticket for the flight 
inside of it. “It was confirmed 
with Air France that the ticket 
number corresponds to a passen- 
ger on the flight,” he said. 

Flight 447 disappeared Sun- 
day with 228 people on board and 
officials believe there were no 
SULVIVOFS. 

The two male bodies were re- 
covered Saturday morning about 
45 miles south of where Air 
Flight 447 emitted its last signals 
— roughly 400 miles northeast of 
the Fernando de Noronha islands 


off Brazil’s northern coast. 

Also on Saturday, the French 
agency investigating the disas- 
ter said Air France had not acted 
on a recommendation to change 
airspeed-detecting instruments 
on Flight 447 before the plane 
crashed. 

The French accident investi- 
gation agency, BEA, found the 
doomed plane received inconsis- 
tent airspeed readings by differ- 
ent instruments as it struggled 
in a massive thunderstorm on 
its flight from Rio de Janeiro to 
Paris with 228 people aboard. 

Airbus had recommended to 
all its airline customers that they 
replace speed-measuring instru- 
ments known as Pitot tubes on 
the A330, the model that crashed, 
said Paul-Louis Arslanian, the 
head of the agency.

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. — Obama admin- 
istration officials said Friday they will devote 
more resources to fighting Mexican drug car- 
tels and use new technology to thwart them 
while trying to quell the U.S. demand for 
drugs that fuel the violent gangs. 

Attorney General Eric Holder and Home- 
land Security Janet Napolitano announced a 
2009 counternarcotics strategy at a press con- 
ference with White House drug czar Gil Ker- 
likowske. Holder called it “an effective way 
forward that will crack down on cartels and 
make our country safer.” 

The strategy calls for a number of steps 
along the U.S.-Mexico border to combat and 
detect smugglers, including: 

™ Building visual shields near border- 
crossing points so drug cartel spotters 
can’t alert approaching motorists about 
inspections. 

™ Improving nonlethal weapons technol- 
ogy to help officers incapacitate suspects 
and disable motor vehicles and boats used by 
traffickers. 

m Revive an interagency working group to 
coordinate intelligence. 

m™ Use more intelligence analysts to ferret 
out drug-dealing networks. 

The plan is outlined in a document to be 
sent to Congress. 

The drug strategy’s long-range goals in- 
clude developing new technology to process 
biometric information from documents used 
by Mexicans crossing the border. That would

allow Customs and Border Patrol officers to 
run fingerprint checks on Mexicans who have 
border crossing cards to enter the U.S. 

The Obama administration has pledged to 
provide more help in the effort, sending addi- 
tional federal agents, officers and equipment 
to the border and to Mexico. 

Napolitano said the U.S. strategy would also 
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focus on reducing demand from drug users. 
The plan includes improved ways for federal 
agencies to share information with state and 
local law enforcement. 

“We can’t just fight drugs at the border. We 
can’t just fight drugs by fighting traffickers. 
We must fight drugs in the United States,” Na- 
politano said.

ATF, DEA still need 
to fill top positions 


WASHINGTON — _ The 
Obama administration’s new 
strategy to help fight Mexican 
drug cartels is getting under 
way without presidential 
picks to run the U.S. agencies 
in charge of battling drugs, 
border smuggling and illegal 
guns. 

The White House has not 
nominated anyone to lead the 
Drug Enforcement Adminis- 
tration, Customs and Border 
Protection, or the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms 
and Explosives. 

For now, career officials 
are acting in a temporary ca- 
pacity as agency heads even 
as the White House pledges 
an all-out attack on the drug 
cartels that threaten to desta- 
bilize Mexico and expand op- 
erations in the United States. 

Bradley Buckles, former 
head of the ATF under Presi- 
dents Bill Clinton and George 
W. Bush, said running the 
agency without a confirmed 
leader “is a very difficult 
process.”

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. en it came to watching horror movies as a kid, Sam 
ail Raimi was a scaredy cat. | 
Raimi, who staked his reputation on the low-budget 

terror tale “The Evil Dead” and its two follow-ups, 
has taken a break from his blockbuster “Spider-Man” franchise 
to return to his horror roots with “Drag Me to Hell.” He never 
liked fright flicks growing up, though. 

In an interview at the Cannes Film Festival, where “Drag Me 
to Hell” played ahead of its theatrical release, Raimi recalled 
seeing the 1972 thriller “The Others,” about a good boy with an 
evil, undead twin. 

“T started screaming in the theater, and my mother realized 
she had made a mistake to take me there,” Raimi said. “I was 
ruining the theater for everybody. I was the worst horror movie 
audience, because I would be so vocal and too scared.” 

In college, though, Raimi, acting pal Bruce Campbell and pro- 
ducing partner Rob Tapert decided horror was the way to break 
into the business, since scary movies were the only low-budget 
films generally shown in theaters in the late 1970s. 

Tapert, a producer on “Drag Me to Hell,” took Raimi to see 
John Carpenter’s “Halloween,” then asked if he could make a 
horror movie as good as that. 

“T said, ‘Uh, no, I definitely can’t 
make a movie that good.’ I had no 
idea how good these things were,” 
Raimi said. “I didn’t know that was 
the exceptionally good picture for 
horror. But then I kept watching 
drive-in movies to learn how they 
were put together, and I realized, I 
can make a movie as good as some 
of these, actually.” 

“The Evil Dead,” starring Camp- 
bell among a group of friends who 
unleash an ancient force that zom- 
bifies them on a trip to the woods, 
was shot on a tiny $380,000 budget. 

Its mix of gore, terror and laughs 
helped make it a cult classic. Raimi 
has maintained a similar blend of 
thrills and humor in such movies 
as “Darkman,” “A Simple Plan” 
and “The Quick and the Dead.”

patients at a local clinic 

are receiving poten- 
tially groundbreaking stem cell 
therapy, treatments that remain 
illegal and unproven in many 
countries. 

Dr. Abdul Majeed Alwan Ham- 
madi is conducting the treat- 
ments for free, mostly on young 
Iraqis. He is a clinical hematolo- 
gist who works in the Bone Mar- 
row Transplant Center, part of 
Baghdad’s Medical City complex 
of hospitals on the eastern banks 
of the Tigris River. 

Hammadi says he _ started 
therapies in 2008 and has so far 
treated 34 patients, the majority 
for multiple sclerosis. 

Unlike the more controversial 
embryonic stem cells, Hamma- 
di’s therapy uses a person’s own 
adult stem cells, which research- 
ers believe may contain vari- 
ous regenerative and adaptive 
properties that potentially hold 
the key to curing a number of 
diseases. 

Hammadi, who graduated 
from a medical college in Bagh- 
dad, claims no side effects have 
been reported in his patients. 
He said he is in the process of 
collecting his data for publica- 
tion, while also seeking official 
license for the therapies from 
Iraq’s Ministry of Health, which 
funds the center. 

One of Hammadi’s patients 
and proponents of the therapy is 
the Rev. Andrew White, a Brit- 
ish priest who runs St. George 
Church on Baghdad’s Haifa 
Street. 

White was diagnosed with 
multiple sclerosis in 1998 and 
said his vision, speech and motor 
skills were steadily degenerating 
until he began Hammad?i’s thera- 
py in January. 

White helped Hammadi estab- 
lish the bone marrow center in 
Baghdad in 2001, bringing the 
doctor and his staff to England 
for training in marrow trans- 
plant techniques. 

White said his slurred speech 
and other MS symptoms im- 
proved since starting the three- 
hour therapy sessions, which 
involves Hammadi extracting 
adult stem cells from White’s 
blood and then injecting them 
into his spinal cord. 

It is unknown why MS causes

the body’s immune system to 
attack the protective coating 
around nerve fibers, known as 
myelin, which results in nerve 
damage and loss of motor func- 
tions. The condition’s severity 
varies, with some people improv- 
ing on their own while others 
continue to degenerate. 

The potential benefits of stem 
cell therapy for MS are still 
being analyzed and researched 
in the Western world, but White 
said he accepted Hammadi’s 
offer for treatment because his 
symptoms were so severe and he 
trusted his friend. 

“When there’s no other treat- 
ment, you kind of just go with 
it,’ White said. “At least there’s 
a chance.” 

White said the therapy itself 
“can be a bit painful’ since it 
involves a spinal cord puncture, 
but there has been a “ma 
difference” in his condition. 

“Tt’s very rare for me to actu- 
ally feel ill now,” he said. “My 
balance is still quite bad and my 
vision is not perfect, but I do not 
feel ill.” 

MS doctors and researchers 
believe stem cell therapies could 
pose benefits for those suffer- 
ing from the disease, but the 
research is still unproven at this 
point, according to Dr. Patricia 
O’Looney, vice president of bio- 
medical research for the Nation- 
al Multiple Sclerosis Sociéty’s 
research and clinical program 
department. 

One theory is that a person’s! 
adult stem cells can work to re- 
build the myelin around nerve 
fibers that is eaten away by a per- 
son’s immune system under MS, 
halting any further damage. 

Hammadi said he is the only 
doctor in Iraq performing such

in Iran and Lebanon. 

At this point, the therapies 
aren’t proven, and any side ef- 
fects from the treatments are 
unknown, O’Looney said. “We’re 
seeing a wide range of results 
[at the stem cell clinics], which 
tells us there might be a hint of 
benefit, but what we need to do of 
course is a larger study to really 
understand if stem cell therapy 
is beneficial,’ she said, adding 
that because stem cell research 
is only about 10 years old, 
enough isn’t known yet about 
the cells. ‘““We do discourage 
anyone with MS from going 
to these so-called stem cell 
clinics,” O’Looney said. 

But for patients like 
White and others suf- 
fering from the dis- 
ease, waiting for the 
research to come 
through can be too 
much to bear.

So before you join the seasonal 
wave of couples taking their vows, 
ask whether a prenup makes 
sense. 


Is it right for me? 


Prenups aren’t just for the 
fabulously rich. They can play a 
pivotal role in protecting people 
at all income levels. 

One of the more common rea- 
sons to get a prenup is to protect 
the interests of children from a 
prior marriage. A sizable portion 
of assets automatically go to a 
spouse upon death in most states, 
but this can be avoided by using 
a prenup. Unlike wills, a prenup 
requires your partner to sign off 
on giving up those rights. 

Another scenario when a pre- 
nup makes sense is when there’s 
a significant disparity in wealth. 
It’s also worth considering if 
you or your spouse-to-be owns 
a small business or a stake in a 
family business; a prenup can en- 
sure ownership isn’t contested in 
a divorce. 

Not everyone needs a prenup, 
of course. 


How much will it cost? 


Getting a prenup won't be 
cheap. 

Even for a couple with mod- 
est assets, the cost could total a 
couple thousand dollars. An at- 
torney might charge about $1,500 
to draw up the document, either 
for a flat fee or at an hourly rate. 
Your partner would also want a 
separate attorney to avoid a con- 
flict of interests. 

“You're about to waive away 
certain rights,” said Nickelson of 
the American Academy of Ma- 
triomonial Lawyers. “I think a 
lawyer is absolutely necessary for 
both parties.” 


What should it cover? 


The main purpose of a pre- 
marital agreement is sort out 
who owns what in the event of a 
divorce. 

Typically, any debt some- 
one has when they get married 
— such as a student loan — will 
follow them in a divorce. But 
even a spouse isn’t directly li- 
able for their partner’s prior debt, 
creditors might be able to go after 
shared property such as cars or 
vacation homes. 

A prenup can specify what 
property or debt will be shared 
in a marriage. For instance, you 
might own a home that you want 


to remain under your name alone 
in the event of a divorce. Or you 
and your partner might agree to 
commingle all assets each brings 
into the marriage, as well as those 
earned in the future. 


What can’t be covered? 


Forget about striking a deal on 
who gets custody of the kids in a 
prenup. 

“You can’t just waive away the 
rights of children,” said Mitchell 
Karpf, incoming chair of the fam- 
ily law section of the American 
Bar Association. Essentially, a 
prenup can’t trump public policy. 

You could, however, spell out 
how achild is raised, including the 
religion that should be observed. 

Another taboo subject heading 
into a lifelong partnership is infi- 
delity. This could be the only topic 
even more squirm inducing than 
money. 

It’s not uncommon to hear of 
high-profile prenups that include 
stipulations that void a spouse’s 
alimony rights if caught cheating. 

While there’s no reason your 
prenup can’t include a similar 
clause, Karpf cautions that they 
can be messy and protract legal 
proceedings. 


Is a prenup easy 
to invalidate? 


It seems the only time a prenup 
makes news is when it’s contested, 
which may give the impression 
that they’re easy to overturn. 

That shouldn’t be the case if 
properly executed. 

The first step is to allow ample 
time to think over the terms. Get- 
ting a prenup shoved at you on 
your wedding day could later give 
you ground to claim it was signed 
under duress. 

There also needs to be reason- 
able disclosure. So if you’ve kept 
quiet about a $100,000 savings ac- 
count, start talking. 


How often should a 
prenup be updated? 


As with any legal document, it’s 
a good idea to update your prenup 
whenever there’s a_ significant 
change in your circumstances. 

This might include the birth of 
a child, an inheritance or a career 
change. Such life-altering events 
might be grounds for invalidat- 
ing certain financial agreements 
made in a prenup. 

“Prenups can become outdat- 
ed,” said Womack. “The court 
might decide the document is no 
longer appropriate under changed 
circumstances.”

WICHITA, Kan. — Hundreds 
of people gathered Saturday to 
honor slain abortion provider 
Dr. George Tiller, and a longtime 
friend eulogized him as a pas- 
sionate and generous man who 
repeatedly overcame difficult 
challenges. 

Tiller’s funeral at College Hill 
United Methodist Church also 
drew small groups of protesters. 

During the service, Tiller was 
remembered for his generosity 
and sense of humor. 

About 700 people filled the 
church sanctuary and some 200 
others watched a closed-circuit 
television broadcast in another 
room. 

A large portrait of Tiller hung 
at the front of the sanctuary, and 
nearby was a wreath of flow- 
ers with the words “TRUST 
WOMEN.” Some mourners wore 
buttons that said “Attitude is

Tiller’s clinic in Wichita was 
among a few in the U.S. perform- 
ing third-trimester abortions, and 
that made it a target of regular 
protests. Most were peaceful, but 
his clinic was bombed in 1986, 
and he was shot in both arms in 
1993. 

Last Sunday, Tiller was killed by 
a gunshot in his own church, Ref- 
ormation Lutheran, while serving 
as an usher for its service. 

Scott Roeder, a 51-year-old 
abortion opponent, was arrested 
a few hours after the shooting 
just outside Kansas City. He was 
charged two days later with the 
attack at the church.

When airplanes fall out of the sky

’ve traveled more than 5 million miles 
I: air ... but I still get asense of amaze- 

ment when I’m in a fully laden 747 and 
we lift off. A million pounds of metal trav- 
eling at more than 200 mph, countering the 
force of gravity. It’s a minor miracle. 

Which is why it is so shocking when 
planes fall from the sky, as happened last 
Monday with Air France Flight 447 from 
Rio de Janeiro to Paris, with a loss of 228 
passengers and crew. 

Reading about this, even a seasoned air 
traveler would be forgiven a twinge of anx- 
iety. ... [T]o be in a sleek aluminum canis- 
ter, six miles up and traveling at 80 percent 
of the speed of sound into blackness and 
near vacuum — now that is unsettling. 

All frequent fliers have stories to tell. I 
remember flying up the spine of the Andes 
one night from Santiago, Chile. There 
wasn’t a cloud in the sky, but the 747 was 
tossed for an hour like a child’s toy by 
clear-air turbulence. I imagined the flight 
crew up front, exchanging grim smiles as 
they wrestled with the controls. 

Another time, on a night flight into Bue- 
nos Aires, Argentina, we had to approach 
in a fierce electrical storm. The pilot an- 
nounced that we might be diverted, but 
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a while later, he said that we didn’t have 
enough fuel to go to another airport. The 
message was clear: We had to land at Bue- 
nos Aires. This time it was the passengers 
who exchanged grim smiles. 

Sometimes it’s better not to know. Flying 
Pan Am a few years before it went out of 
business, I marveled at a landing at JFK, 
so smooth. ... Later, I found myself sitting 
next to the pilot in the waiting area. He was 
a tanned veteran, exuding ... confidence. 
He talked about the principles of flight, 
and as I listened to his explanations, I real- 
ized ... he didn’t know how his plane flew! 

And sometimes incidents leave nothing 
to the imagination. Twenty years ago, my 
research adviser was on an Aloha Airlines 
jet for the short hop from Hilo to Honolulu. 
It was a flight I’d taken many times after 
working at the observatory on Mauna Kea. 
At 24,000 feet, the 737 suffered explosive 
decompression and the cabin started peel- 
ing open like a sardine can. The flight at- 
tendant who had just served my adviser a 
drink was sucked out of the plane and died. 
Two degrees of separation is too close. 

But despite such incidents, air travel is 
fantastically safe. The death rate is about 
1 fatality per 50 million passenger miles, 
making it 20 times safer than driving, ac- 
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cording to a 2004 study by Harry Manta- 
kos of Meretrix Technologies. ... The few 
times when planes fall from the sky — the 
Japan Airlines flight in 1985 suffering a 
bulkhead rupture and crashing into the 
side of a mountain, terrorism on Pan Am 
Flight 103 over Lockerbie, Scotland, in 
1988 — resonate because they are so rare. 

However, there is the possibility of fail- 
ure any time human judgment and technol- 
ogy come into contact. 

Once, when I was flying out of LAX on 
Lufthansa, the pilot announced a storm 
ahead and noted that we would “penetrate 
the thunderhead.” In his clipped German 
tone there was confidence, and just a hint of 
hubris. Air France Flight 447 flew directly 
into an intense storm, passing through a 
“thunderous zone with strong turbulence,” 
according to the air carrier. ... It’s possible 
that its fly-by-wire system was ill-suited to 
handle such changes in aerodynamic con- 
ditions or was incapacitated by lightning. 

This accident serves to remind us that 
our technology is impressive, but it’s not 
invulnerable. A little more respect for the 
power of nature wouldn’t be out of place.

added, so do the old 
era’s once-sacred 
media tropes. I’ve been 
writing for a_ while 
about the media’s re- 
luctance to give up its 
reliance on looking at 
every issue through a 
right vs. left frame (and 
assuming the truth is 
to be found by splitting 
the difference). 

But the country’s 
shift away from right vs. left thinking and 
toward a right vs. wrong frame continues 
to gain momentum — making it harder 
and harder to keep pushing the discred- 
ited meme. 

The latest examples of the discrediting 
can be found in the current fights over gay 
marriage, health care and the nomination 
of Sonia Sotomayor. 

Not that long ago, gay marriage was 
a dependable wedge issue Republicans 
could use to keep its base in line. But, in 
the wake of the May 26 Prop 8 ruling, that 
wedge is clearly splintering. 

All you have to do is look at Dick Cheney 
who, speaking at the National Press Club 
last week, said, “I think freedom means 
freedom for everyone.” Cheney said he 
supports gay marriage as long as it’s sanc- 
tioned at the state level — a more pro- 
gressive position than President Barack 
Obama’s current civil-unions-not-mar- 
riage stance. 

And then we have the strange-bedfellows 
pairing of Ted Olson and David Boies. The 
Bush v. Gore adversaries have teamed up, 
filing a federal lawsuit they hope will lead 
to a Supreme Court ruling allowing gays 
and lesbians to get married in every state. 

“We wanted to send a message,” Olson 
explained to Larry King, “to the Ameri- 
can people and to the courts that this isn’t 
a Republican or a Democrat issue. It’s not 
a liberal or a conservative issue. The right 
of individuals committed to one another 
to live in a stable, committed, loving re- 
lationship is something that we should all 
respect and be for.” 

Interestingly, a number of traditionally 
progressive groups, including the ACLU, 
oppose the Olson/Boies approach, fearing 
the Supreme Court is not ready to rule in 
favor of gay marriage. 

This line of thinking brought together 
two pundits not usually found on the same 
side of an issue, George Will and Paul 
Krugman. During the roundtable on “This 
Week With George Stephanopoulos,” Will 
argued that the Olson/Boies suit was pre- 
mature and that the democratic process, 
which is moving toward acceptance of gay 
marriage faster than anybody had antici- 
pated, should be allowed to move forward 
without the courts getting involved — to 
which Krugman responded: “I agree with 
George.” 

So while the timing of the lawyers’ law- 
suit may be open to debate, the value of the 
left/right conceit as a way to explain the 
battle lines in the gay marriage fight no 
longer is. 

Same with health care. Even as many in 
the media are licking their chops in antici- 





pation of a replay of the Clinton-era fight 
over health care (TV producers are cuing 
up the old Harry and Louise ads as we 
speak), the American people are making 
that take on the debate as antiquated as fax 
machines, Wite-Out and 8-tracks. 

A new CNN poll shows that a large ma- 
jority of Americans — 69 percent — say 
they would favor greater government in- 
fluence over the country’s health care 
system if it would lower costs and provide 
coverage to more people. In addition, 62 
percent of the public thinks the federal 
government should guarantee health care 
for all Americans. ... 

Equally telling is the growing number 
of business executives who would love to 
see the government take on more of the 
burden of providing health care. Most are 
keeping their feelings on the down low but, 
according to Benjamin Sasse, a former as- 
sistant secretary of HHS under Bush 43, 
in private “CEOs overwhelmingly want 
out of this (health insurance providing) 
business.” And why wouldn’t they, with in- 
surance premiums charged to employers 
rising 119 percent over the last 10 years? 

As for the Sotomayor nomination, so far 
the biggest fight hasn’t been between the 
right and the left — it’s been between the 
right and the far right. 

So while “old era” figures like Lim- 
baugh, Newt Gingrich, James Inhofe and 
Tom Tancredo have been foaming at the 
mouth, the most noteworthy pushback to 
their over-the-top charges has come not 
from progressives but from GOP Sens. 
John Cornyn and Jeff Sessions. 

“Neither one of these men are elected 
Republican officials,” said Cornyn, speak- 
ing of Limbaugh and Gingrich’s playing 
of the race card. “I just don’t think it’s ap- 
propriate and I certainly don’t endorse it. I 
think it’s wrong.” 

And Sessions, the ranking Republi- 
can on the Judiciary Committee, went on 
“Meet the Press” and praised Sotomayor 
as “smart,” “capable” and having “a good 
record.” ... 

Appearing alongside Sessions, Sen. Pat- 
rick Leahy illustrated why it’s time to con- 
sign the left vs. right frame to the political 
graveyard — especially when it comes to 
discussing Supreme Court picks: 

“T remember some of the liberal groups 
picketing my office, complaining I was 
going to vote for Justice [David] Souter and 
that he would be against women’s rights. 
Well, he’s turned out to be, of course, a 
strong supporter of women’s rights.” 

The seismic shifts in our society have 
rendered right vs. left thinking as archaic 
as a flat Earth map.

That was the lead 
sentence — with minor edits — of a New 
York Times editorial warning about theo- 
retical hate crimes against Muslims pub- 

lished eight months 

Ann Coulter after 9/11. Can pro-lif- 
ers get a hate crimes 
bill passed and oceans 
of ink devoted to as- 
suring Americans that 
“most pro-lifers are 
peaceful’? 

For years, we’ve had 
to hear about the grave 
threat that Americans 
might overreact to a 
terrorist attack com- 
mitted by 19 Mus- 
lims shouting “Allahu 
akbar” as they flew commercial jets into 
American skyscrapers. That would be the 
equivalent of 19 pro-lifers shouting “Abor- 
tion kills a beating heart!” as they gunned 
down thousands of innocent citizens in 
Wichita, Kan. 

Why aren’t liberals rushing to assure us 
this time that “most pro-lifers are peace- 
ful’? Unlike Muslims, pro-lifers actually 
are peaceful. 

According to recent polling, a majority 
of Americans oppose abortion — which 
is consistent with liberals’ hysterical re- 
fusal to allow us to vote on the subject. 
In a country with approximately 150 mil- 
lion pro-lifers, five abortionists have been 
killed since Roe v. Wade. 

In that same 36 years, more than 49 mil- 
lion babies have been killed by abortion- 
ists. Let’s recap that halftime score, sports 
fans: 49 million to five. 

Meanwhile, fewer than 2 million Mus- 
lims live in America and, while Muslims 
are less murderous than abortionists, I’m 
fairly certain they’ve killed more than five 
people in the U.S. in the last 36 years. For 
some reason, the number “3,000” keeps 
popping into my head. 

So in acountry that is more than 50 per- 
cent pro-life — and 80 percent opposed 
to the late-term abortions of the sort per- 
formed by Tiller — only five abortionists 
have been killed.

Tiller ... made millions of dollars per- 
forming late-term abortions so gruesome 
that only two other abortionists — not a 
squeamish bunch — in the entire country 
would perform them. 

Kansas law allows late-term abortions 
only to save the mother’s life or to pre- 
vent “irreversible physical damage” to the 
mother. But Tiller was more than happy to 
kill viable babies, provided the mothers: 
(1) forked over $5,000; and (2) mentioned 
“substantial and irreversible conditions,” 
which, in Tiller’s view, apparently includ- 
ed not being able to go to concerts or ro- 
deos or being “temporarily depressed” on 
account of their pregnancies. 

In return for blood money from Tiller’s 
profitable abattoir, Democrats ran a po- 
litical protection racket for the late-term 
abortionist. In 1997, The Washington Post 
reported that Tiller attended one of Bill 
Clinton’s White House coffees for major 
campaign contributors. In addition to a 
$25,000 donation to Clinton, Tiller wanted 
to thank him personally for 30 months of 
U.S. Marshals’ protection paid for by the 
U.S. taxpayer. ... 

Kansas Attorney General Paul Morri- 
son also got elected with the help of Tiller’s 
blood money, replacing a Republican who 
was in the middle of an investigation of 
Tiller for various crimes including failure 
to report statutory rapes, despite perform- 
ing abortions on girls as young as 11. 

But soon after Morrison replaced the 
Republican attorney general, the charges 
against Tiller were reduced and, in short 
order, he was acquitted of a few misde- 
meanors. In what is a not uncommon cost 
of doing business with Democrats, Morri- 
son is now gone, having been forced to re- 
sign when his mistress charged him with 
sexual harassment and corruption. 

Tiller was protected not only by a prae- 
torian guard of elected Democrats, but 
also by the protective coloration of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in America. 
... The official Web page of the ELCA in- 
structs: “A developing life in the womb 
does not have an absolute right to be 
born.” As long as we’re deciding who does 
and doesn’t have an “absolute right to be 
born,” who’s to say late-term abortionists 
have an “absolute right” to live? 

I wouldn’t kill an abortionist myself, but 
I wouldn’t want to impose my moral values 
on others. No one is for shooting abortion- 
ists. But how will criminalizing men mak- 
ing difficult, often tragic, decisions be an 
effective means of achieving the goal of 
reducing the shootings of abortionists?

NEW ORLEANS — Au- 

thorities say a woman 
who was repeatedly asked to fold 
up her baby’s stroller on a New Or- 
leans city bus refused, then poured 
milk on the driver before stabbing 
her in the chest. 

New Orleans police and transit 
officials told The Times-Picayune 
newspaper that the driver survived 
a 4-inch deep wound. 

Authorities said Darrion Scott, 
17, boarded the bus with her 2- 
year-old baby and was asked to 
fold up the stroller. Scott tore the 
top off the baby’s bottle of milk 
and poured it on the driver before 
stabbing her, said authorities. She 
has been charged with aggravated 
battery. 


Woman sentenced for 
having sex with inmates 


CANTON — A former 

Gouverneur Correctional 
Facility employee will serve week- 
ends in jail for having sex with an 
inmate. 

Lisa Vaughn of Carthage was 
sentenced to 60 days in jail and 10 
years’ probation for third-degree 
rape. She was accused of sexual 
intercourse and oral sex with four 
inmates repeatedly since 2006. She 
was also accused of sneaking food, 
cigarettes and postage stamps to 
inmates. She was a laundry super- 
visor at the medium-security state 
prison. 

Defense attorney Gary Mules 
called the 41-year-old Vaughn a 
victim and said she was coerced 
by inmates. Two other Gouver- 
neur Correctional Facility employ- 
ees, 33-year-old Rachael Patterson 
of Ogdensburg and 38-year-old 
Laura Douglass of Potsdam, also 
face charges of having sex with 
inmates. 


City votes to offer IDs 
for illegal immigrants 
OAKLAND — Two years 


C after reaffirming its 
status as a “sanctuary” city, the 
Oakland City Council voted to cre- 
ate identification cards for illegal 
immigrants. 

The city’s program will be mod- 
eled after a similar one in San 
Francisco, which started giving 
out cards to undocumented immi- 
grants earlier this year. 

Council members said the cards 
will give illegal immigrants easier 
access to city and business servic- 
es, improve their civic participa- 
tion and encourage them to report 
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crimes to police. City leaders 
also anticipate that the cards will 
prompt more illegal immigrants 
to open bank accounts rather than 
keeping their earnings in cash and 
becoming targets for robbers. The 
matter of government-issued iden- 
tification cards for illegal immi- 
grants is controversial nationwide. 

“The problem is you have cities 
who are aiding and abetting people 
who are violating federal immi- 
gration laws,” said Ira Mehlman, 
spokesman for the Federation for 
American Immigration Reform. 
“Tt sends a message that what they 
are doing is OK.” 


Pastor invites people to 
bring guns to church 


LOUISVILLE — A Ken- 

tucky pastor is inviting 
his flock to bring guns to church 
to celebrate the Fourth of July and 
the Second Amendment. 

New Bethel Church is welcom- 
ing “responsible handgun owners” 
to wear their firearms inside the 
church June 27, a Saturday. An ad 
says there will be a handgun raffle, 
patriotic music and information on 
gun Safety. 

The guns must be unloaded and 
private security will check visi- 
tors at the door, said pastor Ken 
Pagano.

The injured victims told po- 
lice the suspect lured them up a 
hill for a fistfight when he pulled 
out a gun and shot all three of 
them, killing 17-year-old Cory 
Adam Andrewski. 


Clarinetist sets 
Guinness World record 


NEW YORK — An un- 
usual new _ category 
has been added to the Guinness 
World Records: longest career as a 
clarinetist. 

The standard was set by Stanley 
Drucker, principal clarinetist of 
the New York Philharmonic, who 
is retiring at 80 after playing more 
than 10,000 concerts with the or- 
chestra in his 62-year career. 

The new Guinness record was 
announced just after his perfor- 
mance, with the text: “The longest 
career as aclarinetist was achieved 
by Stanley Drucker (USA, b. 4 Feb- 
ruary 1929) who performed pro- 
fessionally for 62 years, 7 months, 
1 day as of June 4, 2009.” 

Drucker has been with the or- 
chestra longer than any other 
Philharmonic musician, heard live 
by more than 40 million people at 
more than 10,200 concerts. That’s 
equivalent to 70 percent of all Phil- 
harmonic concerts. 

Drucker’s final concert with the 
orchestra is scheduled for July 31 
in Vail, Colo., where the Philhar- 
monic plays during the summer.

You did the right 
thing by telling your parents about 
the assault.

Obviously your rapist was very 
disturbed, and you are in no way 
responsible for his death. The po- 
lice should be notified about the 
harassment from his family. 

When someone asks if you are 
“relieved” that the rap- 
ist is dead, you are not 
obliged to answer. You 
can let the question 
hang in the air, or turn 
it back on the person 
by asking, “How would 
you feel?” and let him 
or her ramble on. 

I hope you received 
counseling after you 
were raped, because it 
should have helped you 
to recognize that you 
are not responsible for 
anything that has hap- 
pened.

LOS ANGELES — Dwight 
Howard hasn’t been surprised by 
anything during his first trip to 
the NBA Finals. It’s all seemed so 
familiar to Orlando’s center, like 
he’s been here before. 

If it wasn’t June, it would be 
like any other game. 

Sure, there’s more media. 
There’s “that big trophy every- 
where you look.” There’s a ste- 
nographer sitting in on the press 
conferences. 

“That’s new,” Howard noted. 
“Other than that, it’s just 
basketball.” 

And as has been the case most 
of this season, the Magic appear 
to be in trouble. 

Down 1-0 to the Los Angeles 
Lakers after being blown out 100- 
75 in Game 1, the Magic spent 
part of Friday watching film of 
their pathetic return to the Fi- 
nals after a 14-year hiatus. They 
got lit up by Kobe Bryant, who 
scored 40 points, and Howard 
and Orlando’s other big men were 
dominated on the boards by the 
Lakers’ frontline, which posted a 
55-41 advantage in rebounding.

Stan Van Gundy snorted. 

Orlando was out of its league. 

Bryant scored almost at will, 
punctuating each bucket by ex- 
tending his lower jaw to show his 
lower teeth — a menacing look 
underscoring the self-proclaimed 
Black Mamba’s drive at winning 
his fourth title. The Magic also 
hurt themselves by shooting 30 
percent and missing open shots, 
and Howard was a non-factor on 
offense with 12 points and only 
one field goal, a 7-foot hook shot 
in the game’s first two minutes.

Howard knows he and his 
teammates have to do much more 
in Game 2 on Sunday night. 

“We just didn’t have any en- 
ergy or effort,” Howard said. “We 
didn’t box out, all the little things. 
We can’t control Kobe scoring 40 
points, but we can control boxing 
out, getting loose balls, stuff like 
that, and we didn’t do that. We 
have to come out with a better 
effort.” 

Howard’s ineffectiveness was 
the main topic of conversation at 
Friday’s media gathering.

They made it to the Finals de- 
spite losing All-Star guard Jameer 
Nelson for 42 games because of a 
shoulder injury, and they came 
from behind against Philadelphia 
and Boston to win previous series 
in the playoffs. Against Cleveland 
in the Eastern Conference finals, 
the Magic shot their way back 
from impossible deficits.

An Iverson-Brown reunion? There’s been talk

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — Allen 
Iverson needs a team and Larry 
Brown needs a scorer. They could 
reunite and talk about practice. 

Seven years after his famous 
rant in Philadelphia during a feud 
with Brown over missing prac- 
tice, Iverson is set to become an 
unrestricted free agent. Brown 
is now coaching the low-scoring 
Bobcats, and Iverson was recent- 
ly spotted in Charlotte. 

It’s fueled speculation that Iver- 
son, who had a difficult season in 
Detroit after his November trade 
from Denver, could be paired 
with Brown again. “TI love Allen,” 
Brown said Friday. “Everybody 
documents our issues, but think 
of the body of work when he 
played for me. Pretty incredible. 
And I know he has a big chip on 
his shoulder now. He told me he’d 
been to Charlotte.” 

Brown just isn’t so sure Iverson 
as a Bobcat would be a good fit for 
either side. For one, Iverson would

recently, fueling speculation he'll 
sign with the Bobcats and be 
reunited with Larry Brown. 


have to play for a lot less than the 
nearly $22 million he made last 
season, and the Bobcats would 
have to clear salary-cap space to 
sign him. Iverson, who turns 34 
Sunday, would also have to adjust 
to a lesser role — something he 
struggled to accept with the Pis- 
tons. And would Iverson want to 
join a team that hasn’t won more 
than 35 games in a season? “I 
want him to go where he knows 
he can win,” Brown said. “I think 
from my standpoint, I don’t know 


if we’re ready to win at the level 
I think a kid at his age, what he’s 
done, should have. I want to see 
him go where he could win a 
championship.” 

But Iverson’s agent, Leon Rose, 
said his client would be willing to 
play for Brown again. “AI has the 
utmost respect for coach Brown 
as both a person and coach,” Rose 
said in an e-mail. 

“TI believe he would definitely 
be interested in playing for him 
again. Seeing first hand coach 
Brown’s ability to build a culture 
and a team that plays the right 
way, he knows Charlotte will be a 
team to contend with as they con- 
tinue to add pieces. I’m sure at 
the appropriate time these things 
will be discussed.” 

Iverson’s best stretch of his ca- 
reer came under Brown, when he 
was voted league MVP and helped 
the 76ers reach the NBA Finals in 
2001. But Brown often bristled at 
his practice habits. It led to Iver- 
son repeating the phrase “We’re 
talking about practice!” countless 
times after the Sixers were elimi- 


nated from the 2002 playoffs. 
“He was telling me how he 
made some mistakes,’ Brown 
said. “I said, ‘Wait a second, 
you’ve scored 30,000 points or so 
in our league.’ I don’t think any- 
body his size has done what he’s 
done. So I told him to not even 
worry about that. Think of what 
you’ve done and what you’ve ac- 
complished and move forward.” 
The Bobcats, who have to de- 
cide on whether to re-sign re- 
stricted free agent point guard 
Raymond Felton, ranked last in 
the NBA in scoring last season. 
Enter Iverson? “You'll have to 
ask Allen about me,” Brown said. 
“But I think he knows that I know 
how to use him and what to ex- 
pect. There are no surprises with 
me and him. I just know that his 
body of work is pretty incredible. 
Even though there are things that 
went on during our careers, the 
work he did was phenomenal. 
“He wants to win, he competes 
every night, he plays hurt. But I 
want to see it end the right way 
for him.”

Stewart loses pole position after crash in practice

LONG POND, Pa. — Tony Stewart lost 
his pole position and will start from the 
back of the pack for the Pocono 500 after 
wrecking his car during practice at Po- 
cono Raceway on Saturday. 

NASCAR’s Sprint Cup points leader lost 
control of his No. 14 Chevrolet and spun 
off the tunnel turn at the end of Saturday’s 
first practice. The car spun onto the grass, 
sending mud and sod flying, and ripped off 
the nose of his car. 

His Stewart-Haas Racing crew quickly 
got to work on the backup. Stewart became 
the pole sitter for Sunday’s Pocono 500 
when rain washed out Friday’s qualify- 
ing and start positions were based on the 
driver standings. 

Stewart was confident he could still 
make a strong run in the backup. 

“T feel like it’s better than the primary 
car,” Stewart said. 

He posted the third-fastest practice lap 
at 166.701 mph during the first practice 
Saturday and hit 164.817 with the backup 
car in the second practice session. 

“TI was happier with that car then I was 
the first one,” Stewart said. “If ’d known 
the second one was going to be so good, I 
would have crashed the first one the first 
lap out.” 

Stewart’s second-place finish at Dover 
last Sunday shot him to the top of the Sprint 
Cup standings, 46 points ahead of Jeff Gor- 
don. Stewart is the first driver/owner to 
lead the driver standings since Alan Kul- 
wicki won the 1992 Cup championship, a 
span of 556 races. 

Stewart is trying to become the first 
owner/driver to win a race since Ricky 
Rudd at Martinsville in 1998.

OAKLAND, Calif. — Baltimore Orioles 
shortstop Cesar Izturis underwent an ap- 
pendectomy Friday night after complain- 
ing of severe stomach pains earlier in the 
day. 

Izturis played in Thursday’s 3-2 loss to 
Seattle and accompanied the Orioles to 
Oakland for a three-game series against 
the Athletics. But after arriving at the 
Coliseum early Friday with stomach pain, 
Izturis, 29, was taken to a hospital for a CT 
scan. 

The tests revealed that Izturis, who 
was accompanied to the hospital by as- 
sistant athletic trainer Brian Ebel, had 
appendicitis. 

Also, the Orioles released veteran left- 
hander Jamie Walker, ending a mostly dis- 
appointing three-year stay with the team. 

Walker had a 5.11 earned run average in 
12’ innings and was coming off a horrible 
appearance in Seattle on Tuesday. He gave 
up two home runs in one inning and was 
charged with a blown save in the Orioles’ 
8-2 loss to the Mariners.

NCAA meets with Memphis officials 


INDIANAPOLIS — The NCAA met 
with Memphis officials on Saturday to dis- 
cuss major violations and the school must 
now wait at least six weeks for a ruling on 
whether its 38 victories from the 2007-08 
season will count. 

The most serious allegation taken up dur- 
ing the meeting was whether an unidenti- 
fied person took the SAT for a player. 

The NCAA has said the athlete in ques- 
tion played for the Tigers for only the 2007- 
08 season and the 2008 NCAA tournament. 
The only person who fits the description in 
documents obtained by The Associated 
Press is Derrick Rose, the No. 1 pick in the 
NBA draft after that season. 

Memphis officials have said the school 
should keep the victories from the 2007- 
08 season that ended in the national title 
game. An NCAA spokeswoman said a rul- 
ing is expected is 6-8 weeks. 

Memphis could face similar meetings 
with the NCAA in the future. Another play- 
er, Robert Dozier, also has had questions 
surface about his entrance exams. 

Dozier’s inconsistent SAT scores pre- 
vented him from being admitted to the 
University of Georgia in 2004. His initial 
SAT score was invalidated by the company 
that scores the exam, and his follow-up 
score was dramatically lower, according to 
Georgia records. 

Dozier’s four-year career at Memphis 
ended after the 2008-09 season.

By George, there's another fighting Foreman

named each of his 

five sons for himself, 

clearly set on car- 
rying on the family name. The 
two-time heavyweight champion, 
however, drew the line at a family 
boxing tradition. 

“It is such a rough sport,” he 
said. “I never wanted my kids to 
do that.” 

Still, when George III chose to 
box, the father was there. On Sat- 
urday, George III was to become 
Foreman’s first son to fight pro- 
fessionally when he faced Clyde 
Weaver in Kinder, La. A sister, 
Freeda George, had a short box- 
ing career early in the decade. 

George III, nicknamed “Monk,” 
is 6 feet 5 and 240 pounds. He 
might have gotten to the ring 
sooner if not for his father’s insis- 
tence on putting education first. 
The 26-year-old son has worked 
as his dad’s business manager 
since getting a business degree 
from Rice. 

“That was the main focus with 
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my family,” Monk said. “I couldn’t 
even talk about girlfriends until I 
had my college degree, much less 
boxing. Once I did that I’m sure 
they figured, it’s my life.” 

Monk had been training mostly 
on his own for almost a year with 
advice from his father before the 
elder George decided he’d test 
him. The intimidating bear of 
a man entered the ring and an- 
nounced the pair would spar the 
next day. 

“So he walks in there, doesn’t 
smile, doesn’t tell me anything, 
says, ‘no pointers,’” Monk said. 
“He goes off in the corner, puts 
his headgear on by himself, didn’t 
give me any coaching for three 
days and he just pulverized me.” 

So the champ hit his son? “He 
hit me,” Monk said. “He didn’t 
hurt me, but he hit me.” 

When it was over, father came 
away impressed and is now 
Monk’s trainer and manager. 
“When you get in the ring with 
the ex-heavyweight champion of 
the world, if that doesn’t frighten 
you, nothing can frighten you,” 
the elder Foreman said. “He 
wasn’t bothered by it.” 

The champ, who was almost 60 


at the time, was a bit troubled by 
the session. “He scared me be- 
cause I was trying to hit him with 
that big jab of mine ... and he kept 
jumping up like: ‘I’m going to hit 
you’ and I thought: ‘I don’t think 
I’m going to be doing this much,” 
dad said. “I don’t want to be hit in 
the head anymore.” 

This will be Monk’s first offi- 
cial fight after several attempts 
at amateur bouts fell through. 
Turns out no one wanted to face 
aman with genes like his, even if 
he was inexperienced. 

Monk said he ran into the fa- 
thers of a couple of the men he 
was set to fight. “They’d say: 
‘It was my son, he was going to 
fight you and he couldn’t sleep at 
night,’” Monk said. 

Added the champ: “That 
George Foreman name can get 
you in trouble. You can’t get an 
amateur career when everybody 
thinks you are the reincarnation 
of George Foreman.” 

After more than three months 
of canceled amateur fights, the 
champ came up with the idea for 
Monk to go professional, surmis- 
ing that some opponent would 
show up to collect a check. 


Monk’s newfound career has 
created an interesting dynamic 
between father and son. George 
isn’t quite as bossy with Monk in 
his role as business manager now 
that he’s managing his boxing 
career. “When you’re managing 
your father, he can come and he 
can tell you off real good and point 
his finger at you,’ Monk said. 
“But when he’s your manager in 
boxing and your trainer he has to 
say: ‘I don’t want to upset this guy 
because I have to deal with him 
this afternoon and I don’t want 
him to fire me.” 

Though the family, which in- 
cludes 10 children, is supportive 
of Monk’s dream, some aren’t 
excited about a Foreman getting 
back into the ring more than 11 
years after the champ’s last fight. 

“TI really thought we were 
done,” daughter Natalie Foreman 
said. “I thought that as a fam- 
ily we had been through enough 
waiting in the dark for the phone 
call that says dad’s OK.” 

Natalie thought that maybe one 
of her brothers might follow in her 
father’s footsteps. But if she had 
to guess which one, Monk would 
have been the last choice. 


She said Monk is the sweetest 
and most gentle of the Foreman 
boys. The women in the family 
also believe he’s the best looking, 
so they cringe at the thought of 
him taking a blow to his face. 

“T’ve never seen him lose his 
temper,” Natalie said. “My other 
brothers lost their tempers and 
I’m like: ‘Oh, God, there’s a beast 
in there.’ But with him ... he was 
so sweet and so kind.” 

Sitting next to the son who has 
outgrown him on a recent after- 
noon, the champ beams as he dis- 
cusses Monk. “He can do more 
than me because the first time 
around all I cared about was the 
fame and fortune and really try- 
ing to hurt someone,” the champ 
said. 

“He doesn’t think like that. 
He’s looking at boxing purely as 
a science and as a profession. The 
second time around I was just 
thinking about hmmm, publicity. 
How am I going to sell this prod- 
uct? He’s beaten me there be- 
cause he’s thinking pure science. 
He’s a businessman already. All 
the things I was trying to achieve, 
he’s done already. So he can con- 
centrate on boxing a little more.”

HOUSTON — The Houston Astros are 
playing better, and manager Cecil Cooper 
says it’s due to improved starting pitching.

Bird of a feather 


11-1 shot Summer Bird, a hali-brother of favored Mine That Bird, 
takes Belmont and denies jockey Calvin Borel a Triple Crown

NEW YORK — This was a Belmont Stakes for the 
Birds. 

It was Summer Bird, not Mine That Bird and jock- 
ey Calvin Borel, who came roaring down the long 
stretch and won the final jewel of the Triple Crown on 
Saturday. 

The upset ended Borel’s bid to become the first jockey 
to win a personal Triple Crown, and he failed to deliver 
on a guarantee that he would win the Belmont with the 
little gelding. Borel won the Kentucky Derby aboard

Mine That Bird, then won the Preakness with Rachel 
Alexandra. 

Summer Bird, like Mine That Bird a son of Birdstone, 
blew past Dunkirk and Mine That Bird to give jockey 
Kent Desormeaux a Belmont Stakes victory he desper- 
ately wanted. 

With the crowd cheering on the leaders in the stretch, 
Mine That Bird made a huge move outside and took a 
brief lead over Dunkirk. But it was Summer Bird, at 11-1, 
who pulled away for a 2!/2-length victory over Dunkirk. 
Mine That Bird was third in the field of 10 3-year-olds. 

“T thought I was home free,” Borel said, “but the other 


horses galloped by.” 

They sure did, and there was no happier rider than 
Desormeaux. Last year, he won the Derby and Preak- 
ness aboard Big Brown, only to have to pull up the colt 
in the Belmont. And in 1998, he brought Real Quiet into 
the Belmont for a Triple try only to get beat by Victory 
Gallop by a nose in a photo finish. 

“T hope from now on we’ll talk about winning one,” 
Desormeaux said. 

There was an inquiry filed by the jockey of Charitable 
Man, Alan Garcia, against Dunkirk for interference, but 
it was disallowed by the racing stewards. 
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
